Re: Proposed Plastic Bag Ordinance - Unintended consequences 
Dear Councilor O'Malley - 

I have major concerns regarding the proposed plastic bag ban and fee on paper bags. As the ordinance 
is written under the definition section 17-19.2 the term Check out bag is defined as any bag provided by 
a store to a customer at the point of sale. 

This definition impacts every quick service restaurant, donut shop and deli. By the plain reading of the 
definition anytime you step into a shop to get a sandwich you will be subjected to a 5 cent fee for the 
bag you take your donut or breakfast or lunch sandwich out in. There is no exemption for these types of 
bags and 1 do not believe that you meant to include these in your ordinance. 

The bags I am referencing are 5 inches by 9 % inches.
